To relieve the water famine during the drought of August, 
1913, we found it necessary to clean the reservoir, repair dam and 
well, and clean out the inlets to the reservoir. 

During the year 1913, the water system has been extended to 
Harry Oakes and James Smith on Paradise Road, and Gilbert 
Gordon on Pondfield Road. 

Although considerable expense has been incurred in extending 
this latter, it must be considered that Mr. Gordon dug and cov- 
ered his own ditch, free of charge. 

The first cost of these extensions may seem heavy, but they 
will prove a good investment for the town, for already the rents 
more than pay the interest on the money invested.

SCHOOL BOARD 
Town oF Woopstock, N. H. 


In submitting to you our annual report we wish to extend 
our thanks to the citizens for their courtesy and to the parents for 
the interest they have manifested in the school work. 

This is noticeable both in the number who have visited the 
schools and in the increased average attendance. 

This is surely a stride in the right direction. 

The schools at the Center were closed one week in November 
on account of a scarlet fever epidemic which raged among the 
children. 

The teachers came to us with either Normal training or 
experience, and we feel that all have worked for prozress. <A 
vacancy at the Center at the close of the fall term was filled by 
an experienced teacher with Normal training. 

It was thought best to discontinue the school at Lost River, 
and the board secured W. A. Smith to transport the pupils to 
North Woodstock thereby saving about one half the cost of main- 
taining a school. 

The high school is doing excellent work. Another type- 
writer has been purchased and other equipment for doing more 
efficient work in the commercial department. We urge the 
parents to visit the high school. It is your privilege and also 
your duty that you may better judge of the work done. 

Last year the law required that $3,099.00 be raised, and at 
the annual school meeting it was voted to raise $3,100.00 for 
school work. This year you are not asked for quite so large a 
sum, but we hope the amount will not be lessened, that the in- 
coming board may have funds at their command to do efficient 
work in the coming year. 

At the present time there are five tuition pupils in high 
school, one at the Center and seven at the Tannery.
